BASED ON 4-POINT 
PEARSON PLAN 


United Nations, Feb. 26. 
The United States plans to present to 
the General Assembly tomorrow a Middle 
East resolution calling for United Nations 
control of the Gaza and Aqaba strips but 
omitting mention of sanctions against Israel, 
American sources said tonight.

The American sources, who 
sald they ‘hoped to make the 
resolution available tomorrow 
morning, emphasised that there 
“cannot be a_ solution of the 
Aqnba problem without a 
solution of the Gaza question.” 

The Israel Knesset has aol. 
ready voted support for a four- 
point plea proposed by the Pre- 
micr Mr ‘David Ben Gurion. 
This roughly corresponds to the 
Pearson plan. 

The main difference, however, 
was Israel's Insistence that the 
Gaza area should never return 
to Exypt, 

In Washington, the Isracil 
Ambussador, Mr .Abba_ Eban, 
who conferred again with the 
Scerttary of State, Mr. John

Arguments that three' Prosecution witnesses 
‘could be accomplices in a riot or a murder were put 


forward by Mr Hu Hing-lick, Counsel for the/ 


second appellant when the appeal of four men 
convicted of the murder of Mrs Ursula Margareta 
Ernst, continued before the Full Court comprising 
the Chief Justice, Mr Justice M. J. Hogan and the 
Puisne Judge, Mr Justice J. R. Gregg this morning. 


The four appellants were 
sentenced to death by Mr Jun- 
ce Scholes on January 41 
after a Special Jury had found 
them guilty of the murder, 

Originally five men, including 
the four appellants were on 
trinl, but the difth accused per- 
s0n was found not guilty and 
discharged. 

‘Mrs Ernst, wife of a Chan- 
cellor ‘of the Swiss Consulate, 
here died of burns two days 
ofter the in which she and 
her husband were travelling 
was overtumed and sect on fire 
by a mob = at the junction of 
Tatpo Road and Castle Peak 
Road on the afternoon of Octo- 
ber 1] last year, during the 
Kowloon riots, Mr Emst was 
also bummed. 

The four appellants are Tse 
Sang, alias Li Fuk, 28, un- 
employed; Chol Kwok-fai, 27, 
unemployed; Lf Chuen, 31, 
hawker;'and Lee Shu-wing, 26,

Concerning the third witness, 
Wong Lam, Counsel said that 
Wong was shown in the photo- 
graph as. standing near the 
second witness, Lec. Wong's 
position, he argued, was no 
better than Leo's. : 

Counsel said that Wong was 
not far from the over-turned 
taxi, He added that in the 
lower Court Mr Shurlock had 
alleged that Wong was:an ace 
compllce and the Trial Judge in 
his summing up had also sug- 
gested that he might be an ac- 
compllce. :
